An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 60-63 have been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the prior art. The 
subject matter not found was the method comprising comparing each of the ventricular interval 
rates in a detection window to a lower rate threshold value for each of two or more rate zones, 
declaring the detection window satisfied when a first predetermined percentage of the ventricular 
interval rates in the detection window are classified as fast ventricular intervals for the rate zone 
of the two or more rate zones, and starting a first time interval once the detection window is 
declared satisfied, the first time interval having a duration allowing monitoring and analysis of 
cardiac rhythms for assessing an origin of the fast ventricular intervals, in combination with the 
other steps in the claims. 

The closest prior art of Murphy uses an average or median of V-V intervals along with A- 
A intervals for determining fast ventricular intervals, but does not declare a detection window 
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satisfied when a percentage of the intervals are classified and does not start a time interval once 
the window is satisfied for allowing monitoring and analysis.
